. Tribunal of Arbitration Has 
_. Handed Down a Decision.

Americans Express Satisfaction With 


the Text of the Document. 


FIRST FIVE POINTS OF ARTICLE 6 DE- 


CIDED AGAINST US. 


Close Geason Established, to Begin May 
1 and Continue to July 21— Zone of 
Protection Extends Sixty Miles 
Around the Islands—Pelagic Sealing 
Allowed From Aug. 1-—Firearms Pro- 
hibited—The Contentions. 


Panis, Aug. 15.—The decision of the Behr- 
ing Sea tribunal of arbitration was handed 
Gown at 11:07 o’ciock this morning. The 
five points of Art. 6 are decided against the 
United States. 

A close season is established to begin May 1 
and to continue until July 21. This close 
season should be observed both in tne North 
Pacific Ocean and in Behring Sea. 

A protected gone is established for sixty 
‘alles around the islands. 

Pelagic sealing is allowed outside the zone 
in Behring Sea from Aug. 1. 
tho use of frearms in sealing is prohibited. 

The American arbitrators have expressed 
their satisfaction with the text of the de- 


cision. 

Baron De Courcel, after the decision was 
rendered, thanked the arbitrators for the 
close and intelligent attention they had 
brought to bear upon the case. 

Lord Hannen and Senator Morgan, in re- 
plying tothe President of the tribunal, ac- 
knowledged his courtesy and his hospitality. 

The American arbitrators believe that the 
regulations decided upon by the tribunal 
mean practically the end of pelagic sealing, 
and that they are better terms than were 
heretofore offered to the United States by 
Great Britain as a settlement of the questions 
involved. 

At 8 o'clock this morning the Behring Sea 
arbitrators held a private session in a room 
used by the officials of the Department of 
Foreign Affairs at the Qual d’Orsai. At 11 
o'clock the arbitrators reassembled in the 
room in the foreign office in which the public 
sessions of the tribunal had been held. 

Baron de Courcel, the President of the tri- 

Dunal, then delivered tothe agents of the 
United States and Great Britain original 
copies of the decision signed by all the arpi- 
trators. Afterward Baron de  Courcel 
addressed the arbitrators, saying 
that he recognized the great value 
arbitration as a cause of 
peace between nations. He expressed the 
opinion that every international arbitration 
rendered war less probable, and said he 
looked forward to the time in the near fu- 
ture when it would be the rule and not the 
exception to settle international differences 
in this way. 
Senator Jobn T. Morgan, one of the Amer- 
ican arbitrators, and Lord Hannen,one of the 
arbitrators appointed by Great Britain, re- 
sponded to Baron de Courcel, declaring that 
they reciprocated the sentiments expressed 
by him, and recognized the hospitality ex- 
tended By France to the arbitrators. 

The session terminated amid rfrutual con- 
gratulations and expressions of good feeling. 

After a preamble stating the case sub- 
mitted for decision the full text of the award 
runs as follows: 

We decide and determine as to the five points 
mentioned in art. 9 as to which our award is to em- 
Drace a distinct decision upon each of them. 

As to the firetef said five points, we, Baron De 
Courcel, John M. Harlan, Lord Hannen, Sir John 8. 
D. Thompson, Marquis Emilio Visconti-Venosta 
and Gregero W. W. Gram, being a majority of said 
arbitrators, do decide as follows. 


By the ukase of 1821 Ressia claimed jurisdiction in 
the sea now known as Behring Sea to the ex- 


tent of 100 Italian miles from the coast and isiands 


belonging to her. but in the course of the negotia- 
tions which led tothe conclusion of the treaty of 
1824 with the United States and the treaty of 1825 
with Great Britain, Rassia admitted that ber juris- 
diction in said sea should be restricted so as to reach 
@ cannon shot from shore. It appears that from 
that time up to the time of the cession of Alaska to 
the United States Russia never asserted in fact or 
exercised any exclusive jurisdiction in Behring Sea 
or any exclusive rights to the seal fisheries therein, 
beyend the ordinary limit of territorial waters. 

As to the second of the five peints, 
we, Baron DeCourcel, John Harlan. Lord 
Hannen, Sir John 8. D. Thompson, Marquis Emilio 
Visconte Venosta and Gregero W. W. Gram, being 
a majority of said arbitrators, decide and determine 
that Great Britain did mot recognize er concede any 
elaim upon the part of Russiato exclusive jurisdic- 
tiom as to the seal fisheriesin Behring Sa outside 
the ordinary territerial water. 

As tothe third point as te s much thereof as re- 
quires us to decide whether the body of water now 
known es Behring Sea was included in the phrase 
**Pacific Ocean a used inthe treaty of 1825, de- 
tween Great Britain and Russia, we unanimously 
decide to determine that the body of water now 
known as Behring Nea was included in the phrase 
**Paeific Ocean! as used in sald treaty. 

n the fourth at we decide and determine that 
righte of Russia to jurisdiction and to the seal 
fisheries passed to the United States, limited by the 


On the fifth point we decide and determine that 
the United States have no right to the protection of 
or property in the seals frequenting the islands of 
the United States in Behring Sea when found out- 
side the three-mile limit. 

This last decision was made by arbitrators 


John T. Morgan, Baron De OCourcel, Marquis 


Wiseonti-Venosta and Judge Gram; Lord 


Hannen, John M. Harlan and Sir John 
Thompson dissenting. 

The following regulations were adopted by 
a majority of the arbitrators, Mr. Harlan 


and Sir John Thompson dissenting: 

Art. 1. The United States and Great Britain shail 
forbid their citizens and subjects respectively to 
kill, capture or pursue at apy time or in any manner 
whateverthe animals commonly called fur seals 
Within a zone of sixty miles around the Privyloff 
Islands, inclusive of the territorial waters, the 
miles being geographical miles, sixty to « degree of 
latitude. 

Art. 2. Thetwo governments shall forbid their

Art. &. The masters of vessels engaged in fur 
sealing shall enter accurately im an official log book 
the date and piace of each operation, the number 
and the sex of the seal captured daily. These en- 
tries shall be communicated by each of the two gev- 
ernments to each other at the end of each season. 

Art. 6. The use of nets, of frearms or explosives 
is foreidden in fur sealing. Toles restriction shall 
not apply to shotguns when such are used in fishing 
outside of Behring Sea during the season when such 
may be lawful!y carried on. 

Art. 7. The two Governments shall take measures 
to control the fitness of the men authorized to en- 
gage In sealing. These men shall have been proved 
ut to hanale with sufficient skill the weapons by 
which seal fishing is carried on. 

Art. 8. The preceding regulations shall not ap- 
ply to Indians dwelling en the coast of the 
Territories of the United States or 
Great Britain carrying on fur-sealing in canoes or 
undecked boats not transported by or used in con- 
nection with other vessels and propelled wholly by 
paddies, oars or sails and manned by one 
more than five persons in the man- 
ner hitherto practiced by the Indians, 
provided that such Indians are not employed by 
other persons, end provided that when so hunting 
in canoes or undecked boats the Indians shall sot 
hunt for seals outside the ferritorial waters under 
eontract to deliver skine to anybody. 
The -exemptien is not te be comstrued to 
affect the municipal law of either country, 
nor shall it extend te the waters of Berhing Sea or 
the waters areund the Aleutian Islands. Nothing 
herein contained is intended tointerfere with the 
employment of Indians as hunters or otherwise in 
connection with sealing vessels as heretofore. 

Art. 9. The conourrent regulations hereby de- 
termined with a view to the protection and 
preservation of the fur seals shall remain in force 
untii they have been wholly or in part 
abolished or modified by * common 
agreement between the United States and 
Great Britain. Seid concurrent regulations shall be 
submitted every five years to a new examination in 
order to enable beth Governments to consider 
whether in the light of past experience there is oe- 
casion to make any modification therein. 

The arbitrators madea special finding on 
the facts agreed upon by the agents of both 
governments with reference to the seizure of 
British vessels in Behring Sea in 1887 and 1889. 
In addition the arbitrators make certain 
suggestions to the two governments, the 
most important being that they should come 
toan understanding to prohibit the killing 
of seals on land or sea for a period of from 


onetothree years and should enact regula. 
tions to carry out the findings of the arbitra- 
tors. 

There are nine articles in the treaty of ar- 
bitration between Great Britain and the 
United States respecting the Behring Sea 
dispute. The first five relate to the composi- 
tion ofthe board of arbitrators and their 
mode of procedure. The 6th article con- 
tains in five points the case to be submitted 
to the board. 

The five points of art. 6 and the contentions 
ofthe United States under them are as fol- 
lows: 

Pointl. What exclusive jurisdiction in the sea 
now known asthe Behring fea ana what exclusive 
rights to seal fisheries therein did Russia assert and 
exercise prior and up tothe time of the cession of 
Alaska to the United States. 

American contention: That prior and up 

to the time of the cession of Alaska to the 
United States Russia asserted and exercised 
an exclusive right to the seal fisheries in the 
waters of Behring Sea, and also asserted and 
exercised througtiout the sea the right to 
prevent, by the employment, when neces- 
sary, of reasonable force, any invasion of 
such rights. 
British contention: That Behring Sea, as 
to which the question arises, is an open sea 
in which all nations of the world have the 
right to navigate and fish, and that the right 
of navigation and fishing cannot be taken 
away or restricted by the mere declaration 
or claim of any one or more nations; they 
are natural rights and exist to their full ex- 
tent unless specifically modified, controlled 
or limited by treaty. 


Point 2. Hew far were these elaims ef jurisdiction 
as to seal fisheries recognized snd conceded by 
Great Britain? 

American contention: That Great Britain 
not having at any time resisted or objected 
to such assertions of exclusive right or the 
exercise of such power, is to be deemed as 
having recognized and assented to the same. 

British contention: Thatno mere non-use 
or absence of exercise has any effect upon, 
nor cas it in any way impair or Umit such 
rights ot nations in the open seas. They are 
common rights of all mankind. 

That in accordance with these principles 
and in the exercise of these rights, the sub- 
jects ana vessels of various nations did from 
the earliest times visit, explore, navigate 
and trade in the sea in question and that 
the exercise of these natura} rights con- 
tinued without any attempte erference 
or control by Russia down tothe year 1821. 


Point 3. Was the body of water new known as the 
Behring Sea included in the hrase, ‘Pacific 
Ocean,’’ as used In the tréaty of 1825 between Great 
Britain and Russia, and what rightse-—if any—in the 
Behring Sea were held and exclusively exercised by 
Russia after said treaty ? 

American contention: That the body of 
water now known as the Behring Sea was not 
included in the phrase ‘‘Pacific Ocean, as 
used in the treaty of 1825 between Great 
Britain and Russia, and that after said treaty 
and down tothe time of the cession to the 


United States Russia continued to assert the 


same exclusive rights and to exercise the 
same exclusive power and authority as above 
mentioned. 

British contention: That in 1821, when 
Russia dia attempt by ukase—1. e., by formal! 
deciaration—to close to other nations the 
waters of a great part of the Pacific Ocean 
(including Behring Sea), Great Britain and 
the United States immediately protested 
against any such attempted interference, 
maintaining the absolute right of nations to 
navigate and fish in the non-territorial 
waters of the Behring Sea and other non- 
territorial waters of the Pacific Ocean. Bcth 
countries asserted that these rights were 
common national rights and could not be 
taken away or limited dy ukase, procla ma- 
— declaration, or otherwise than by 

reaty. , 

Thatin the years 1824-25, in consequence of 
these protests, Russia unconditionally with- 
drew her pretentions and concluded treaties 
with Great Britain and the United States 
which recognized the rights common to the 
subjects of those countries to navigate and 
fish in the non-territorial waters of the seas 
over which Russia had attempted to assert 
such pretensions. 

That from the year of such treaties down to 
the year 1867, in which year a portion of the 
territory which had been referred to in and 
affected by the uxase of Russia in the year 
1621 was purchased by and ceded to the 
— States, the vessels of —— — 
continued, year by year, in y itncreas- 
ing numbers, to navigate. trade and fish in 
the waters of Behring Sea, and that during 
the whole of that period of nearly fifty years 
there is no trace of any attempt on the part 
of Russia to reassert or Claim any dominion. 
or jurisdiction over the non-territorial 
waters of that sea, buton the contrary the 
title of all nations to navigate, fish and 
exercise all common rights therein was fully 
recognized. 


Point 4. Did not all the rights of Russia as to 
urisdiction, and also tothe seal fisheries in Behr- 
Dg Vee cast ofthe water boundary, in the treaty 
between the Unitea States and Russie Mare : 
1867, passunimpaired tothe United States under 
that treaty? 

American contention: That all the rights 
of Russia, inrespect to the seal fisheries in 
Behring Sea, eastofthe water boundary es- 
tablished by the treaty of March 80, 1867, 
between that nation and the United States, 
and all the power and authority sessed 
and asserted by Russia to protect said 
rights passed unimpaired to the United 
States under the treaty, 1 

British contention: That on the purchase 
and acquisition of Alaska by the United 
States in the year 1867 the United States were 
fully aware and recognized that the rights 
of other nations to navigate and fishin the 
non-territorial waters adjacent to their 
newly acquired territory existed in their full 
natural state, unimpaired and uniimited by 
any treaty or bargain whatever. That from 
the year 1867 down to the year 1886 the Uniteu 
States, while they lawfully and propesty 
controlled and legislated for the shores an 
territorial waters of their newly acquired 
territory, did not attempt to restrict or in- 
terfere with the rights of other nations to 
navigate and fish in the non-territorial 
waters of Behring sea or other parts of the

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Point 5. Has the United States any

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American contention: That the United 
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States have sucha property and interest in 
the Alaskah sealherd asto justify the em. 
ployment by that nation, upon the high seas, 
of such means as are reasonably necessary tu 
prevent the destruction of such herd, and to 
secure the ssession and benefit of the 
same to the United States; and that all the 
acts and proceedings of the United States 
done and had forthe purpose of protecting 
such property and interest were justifiable 
and stand justified, and that compensation 
should be made to the United States by Great 
Britain by the payment of the amount of the 
losses of the United 17 os such other sum 
as may be deemed to De just; or 

That should it de considered that the 
United States have not the property or prop- 
erty interest asserted by them, it be then de- 
creed to be the international duty of Great 
Britain to concur with the United Sta in 
the adoption and enforcement against the 
citizens of either nation of such regulations 

be designed and prescribed by the arbi- 
trators as will effectually prohibit and pre- 
vent the capture anywhere upon the high 
seas of any seals belonging to said (Alaskan 
seal) herd. 

British contention: That under chan 
conditions of territorial ownership, and in 
view of certain new circumstances which 
had arigen in consequence of the growth of 
the industry of pelagic sealing in non-terri- 
torial waters, the United States reverted in 
the first instance to certain claims based 
upon those of the Russian ukase of 1821, which 
the United states, together with Great 
Britain, had successfully contested at the 
time of their promulgation, but in the course 
of the discussions which have arisen these 
exceptional claims to the control of the non- 
territorial waters were dropped, and in their 
place various unprecedented and indefinite 
claims have been put forward, which appear 
to be based upon an alleged property in fur 
seals as such. 

Finally, that while Great Britain has from 
the first strenuously and consistently opposed 
all the foregoing exceptional pretensions and 
Claims. she has throughout been favorably 
disposed to the adoption of general measures 
of control of the fur seal fishery, should these 
be found to be necessary or Comira witha 
view to the protection of the fur seals, pro- 
vided that such measures be equitable and 
framed on just grounds of common interest, 
and that the adhesion of other powers be 
secured as a guarantee of their continued 
and impartial execution. 

Art. 7, which is as follows, permits the 
doard to make the decisions quoted above, 
ain case its decision on the five points is 
against the United States. 

Art. 72 It the determination of the foregoing 
Questions as to the exelusive jurisdiction of the 
United States shall leaye the subject in such posi- 
tion that the cencurrence of Great Britain is neces- 
sary to the establishment of regulations for the 

roper protection and preservation of the fur seal 
n, or habitually resorting te, the Behring Sea, the 
arbitrators shall then determine what concurrent 
regulations outside the jurisdie tional limits of the 
respective Governments are necessary and over 
what waters such regulations should extend, and to 
aid them in that determinatien the report of a joint 
commission to be appotnted by the respective v- 
ernments shall be laid before them, with such 
other evicenee as either Government may submit. 

Art. 8 relates to the payment of damages 
should there be judgment for same, and art. 
9 relates tothe appointment of commission- 
ers to investigate sealing and seal life, 


RECEIVED AT WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., Aug. 15.—The Séc- 
retary of State has received cable advices 
from Paris, whichin general terms confirm 
the dispatches that the decision of the arbi- 


tration tribunalon all points involving ex- 
clusive jurisdiction over Behring Sea has 
Ween rendered against the United States, 
That is to say, the tribunal has decided: 

1. That Russia did not assert and exercise 
exclusive jurisdiction in Behring Sea and on 
the seal fisheries therein prior tothe cession 
of Alaska to the United States. 

2. That consequently Great Britain never 
conceded any such rights to Russia. 

8. That Behring Sea was not included in 
the phrase PacifiC Oczan, as used in the 
treaty of 1825 between Great Britain and 
Kussia. 

4. Consequently no exclusive rigbts of 
jurisdiction over the Behring Sea and over 
the seal fisheries therein passed to the 
poy y States with Alaska under the treaty 
of 1867. 

The inference is that it is under the last of 
the five points submitted to arbitration by 
art. 70f the treaty that the concession as 
to a close season, a sixty mile protected zone 
andthe prohibition of the use of firearms 
apply. his fifth point was the one on 
which the greatest stress was laid in argu- 
ment by the United States counsel. It 
raised the question whether the United 
States hadany right of protection on prop- 
erty in the fur seal frequenting the islands of 
Behring Sea outside the three-mile limit. 
The preliminary abstract of the decision re- 
ceived is regarded here as 2 that the 
tribunal to a certain extent has conceded 
this right. Only in future seal life will be 
protected by virtue of an international 
agreement entered into under the award of 
arbitration and not solely by authority ofa 
United States statute. Thefull text of the 
award is anxiously awaited. 


" FAVORS GREAT BRITAIN. 

Lov pov, Aug. 15.—Mr. Gladstone an- 
nounced in the House of Commons to-day 
that he had received a private telegram from 
Paris to the effect that with a few exceptions 
the award of the Behring Sea tribunal of 
arbitration was satisfactory to British in- 
terests. 


IMPORTANT COAL DISCOVERY. 
PANAMA, Aug. 15.—An important discovery 
ofcoal is authentically reported from the 
United States of Colombia at a point near the 
Atlantic coast. A report has just been com- 


pleted by Mr. C. F. Z. Caracristi, civil en- 
gineer of this city, which is about to be is- 
sued by the Bureau of American Republics. 
Mr. Caracristi, atthe head of an expedition 
of explorers, spent last winter an a 
in making surveys of the coal beds of Co- 
lompia. In his report he estimates the coal 
deposits adjacent to the Gulf of Uraba, inthe 
Departments of Cauca and Bolivas, at 8 ,000 
square miles, andthe coal beds of the De- 
—— of Magdalen at 2,000 square miles. 

his aggregate of 10,000 square miles is equal 
to one and one-foarth times the coal beds of 
Alabama. The coal is anthracite, bituminous 
and cannel, and the veins are from two to 
twenty feet thick. It is the property of the 
Colombian Government.

The Committee Will Hold Daily Sessions 
From Thursdey Next and Endeavor to

WaSHINGTON, Aug. 15.—After prayer and 
the reading and the approval of the journal 
(before a small attendancé of members) Mr. 
Burrows (Rep.) of Michigan offered a resolu- 
tion giving Charles E. Belknap tne right to 
contest the /seat of George F. Richardson 
from the Fifth District of Michigan. 

Mr. Richardson (sitting member) asked 
that the resolution be itaid over untl to- 
morrow, and it was so ordered. 

The silver debate was then resumed, Mr. 
Hutcheson (Dem.) of Texas concluding his 
remarks begun yesterday in favor of free 
coinage of silver. 


WORK IN THE SENATE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 15.—The Senate 
Committee on Finance, by a practically 
unanimous vote, this morning, decided to 
report favorably the bill introduced yester- 
day by Mr. Voorhees providing for the issu- 
ing of circulating notes to national banks to 
the par value of Government bonds on de- 
posit to secure circulation, 

The Finance Committee has decided to 
hola daily sessions, beginning Thursday next 
during which time they will endeavor to 
reach some conclusion on the silver ques- 
tion. 

Senator Voorhees notified the Senate of 
this action and asked authority for it to sit 

ing the session of the Senate. 

Senator Voorhees introduceda joint reso - 
lution extending for six months the bonded 
period for . whisky in Government ware- 
Mhouses. 

In a long speech Senator Hoar this after- 
noon severely criticised those members of 
Congress who thrust their own judgment 
into a debate on

To indemnify the United States from loss 
by reason of the guarantee giver and made in the 
first section of this act, an annual tax is hereby 
levied on all tdeposits hereafter made in the barks 
described if this act, equal to & of 4 per ceat of said 
deposits; the said tax shall be paid to the Secretary 
of the Treasury on the last day of each month of the 
year on the deposits of that month.

HER BOILER A SECOND-HAND ONS 
AND DEFECTIVE. 


Two of the Dead Recoversd—Others stin 
Being Searched For— The Injured 
Cared for at Hospitals—List of the 
Dead and Wounded—Casualties of a 
Day. 


SPOKANE, Wash., Aug. 15.—When reports 
of the explosion on the steamer Faxon 
reached Lewiston a boat load of men started 
down the river to render assistance. The 
party arrived at the scene at 5 o'clock last 
evening and had the injured removed to farm 
houses, where they were given ald. Several 
physicians from neighboring points were in 
attendance. The steamer Spokane arrived 
from Riparia to convey the wounded to Wal- 
lawalla Hospital, connecting with a special 
train this morning detatied for the purpose, 

The Faxon now lies forty feet from shore, 
gutted ofits engines and machinery, which 
is seattered around about the shell. The 
Union Pacific, the owners of the navigation 
line, are criticised on the statement that the 
Faxon’s boller was a second-hand one, taken 
from the old steamer Spokane. 

Afterconveying the wounded victims the 
Spokane will leave for Lewiston this after- 
noon, stopping en route to take on boarda 
considerable number of Lewistonians re- 
maining bythe wounded and seeking the 
bodies of the six unrecovered victims. As 
nearly as can be learned the following are 
killed: 

JOE BUSH, a resident of Lewiston, where 
be has a wife and four children. 

Tom McINTosH, who was standing by Capt. 
Baughman in the pilot-house at the time of 
the explosion. His head was split open. The 
bodies of the above have been recovered. 

Mrs. Parra, the two-months’ bride of 
Purser Patton; undoubtedly lost, only her 
hat being recovered. 

GEORGE FARWELL, a waiter on the boat, 
and instructor of the Lewiston Juvenile 
Band.

No Further Reduction. 


A prominent St. Louis railroad official, upon

Mr. Eustis ina very gentlemanly manner re- 

lied that probably he was correct, Mr. 

ustis made the hustler for trade the follow- 
in proposition: That he make a 
half-fare rate at his hotel and accept 
transportation to any Western State 
and get up a party of fifty and his 
road would pay all expenses and make the 

arty a round-trip rate of one fare. He 
urther agreed to make good,to the landlord 
the difference between his half-rate hotel 
fare and his full fare for every one ofthe 
fifty that stopped with him. The landlord 
accepted the proposition and went to 
Nebraska. After remaining there three 
weeks he returned to Chicago, without 
bringing his party. This little incident illus- 
trates to me, that ifthe Western people want 
to go to the Fair, they would certainly go 
when a railroad agreed to make 
them a half-rate and the hotels 
offered the same inducement. Ifthe West- 
ern people refuse totake advantage of the 

resent rate, I don’t think they will see the 

air, asIdonotthink the association roads 
will make another reduction in rates, 
although the present rate is authorized only 
for the month of August. 


The Atchison’s Threat. 

The Southwestern Traffic Association, suc- 
cessor of the Southwestern Rallway and 
Steamboat Association, is in trouble again, 
and if the present difficulty is not ami 


cably settled within ninety days the as- 
sociation is likely to go to pieces. 
The Atchison yesterday served notice om the 
association that it would withdraw on ac- 
count of the Texas Pacific joining the Rock 
Island in its rate war in ‘texas. This 
action, taken by one of the largest 
roads of the association, was not looked 
for and consequently created something ofa 
panic in Association circles.

If this is the case the days ot the South- 
western Traffic Association are numbered.

marshall shall receive fixed salaries in the 
future, instead of amas paid from fees. It is 
believed that this will greatly promote the 
eMciency of the service. At the present time 
the office of the United tates 
Marshal for the Kastern District of 
Missouri is nearly totally crippled because 
of the lack of funds, One source of income 
after another has been cut of by law until 
to-d but two deputies are employed, and 
the fees received scarcely suffice to pay 
remains for 
present 
conditions offic is not worth 
holding, and a numberof applications for the 
position have been withdrawn. With so 
— a force the work cannot be properly 
one. ‘ 
The Circuit Clerk from the earnings of the 
office has been allowed to expend $4,000 an- 
nually for clerk hire and other expenses, 
but the earnings have not been sufficient to 
ustify this, and as§a result thejforce is short. 
© same state of affairs prevails in the office 
of the District Attorney, and it is a rare 
thing when the heads of departments 
receive enoughto make their salaries equal 
tothe maximum allowed by law. The only 
exception is the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals which has been turning in about 
$12,000a year to the Governmert. In this 
court, however, the salary and not the fee 
r prevails. It is the universal opinion 
that a change would greatly promote em- 
clency. '

} CHEAPER RAILWAY RATES SAID TO BE 


CHIEFLY RESPONSIBLE. 


The Rajah Maharejah of Kapurthala 
Sees the Democratic Americans a 


Giimpse of Oriental #plendor— Ap- 
peared in Royal Raiment With Great 
Pomp and Ceremony—World’s Fair. 


Wortp’s Farr Grovins, Aug. 15.—The 
rush of visitors to the World's Fair, for 
which the officials have been looking 80 
eagerly, appears to have begun in earnest. 


The cheap rates and numerous excursions , 
ot the last few days are beginning to make a 


most satisfactory increase in the amount of 
the gate receipts and the financial depression 
that has been so seriously felt in World’s 

Fair circles seems now to be a thing of the 

past. Not since the Fourth of July has there 

been such a crush at the ticket booths as 

there was to-day. It began early in the 
morning and continued throughout the fore- 

noon, and there was an unusual number of 
new arrivals among the veteran visitors. 

The Columbian Guards in the vicinity of the 

gates had all they could do to answer the 

thousands of questions and direct the strang- 

ers to the points to which they wished 

to go. The red uniformed youths with guide 

to sell did a thriving business and sodid the 

chair rollers. The weather was uncomfort- 

ably warm, but there wasa cool breeze from 

Lake Michigan, sothaton the whole life at 

the White City was mpt unpleasant. 

The Rajah Maharajah of Kapurthala gave 
the people of democratic America a glimpse 
of Eastern splendor to-day. His highness 
appeared in royal raiment, attended by the 
pomp and ceremonies that fire the custom of 
bis dominion in India. fhe display was 
called for by the occasion. The Rajah was 
invited by Director-General Davis to review 
a military and naval pageant that had been 
arranged in his honor, and it was a general 
wish that the East Indian King, whoallalong 
bas been clothed in a gray Prince Albert suit 
of American make, should this day appear 
in the garb of his royal office with the retinue 
of caparisoned officers that attend himon 
similar occasions in his owncountry. It was 
a great card for the Fair. A multitude 
fiocked here to see royalty in royal raiment, 
and they struggled with desperation for 
places of vantage along the lagoon through 
which the Rajah and his suite coursed in 
electric launches, decorated with native 
banners and rich Indian fabrics. The barge 
used to convey his highness was decorated 
with carpets and shawls and handsome em- 
broideries, the decorations being after 
the manner of those obtaining in 
Kashmir. His highness wore a military cos- 
tume, over which loosely fowedarobe of 
silk, Ornamented with gold and glittering at 
the neck with jewels. An attendant held 
over him a gorgeous silk umbrella and 
another servant cooled him witha great fan 
of peacock feathers. The grand plaza east 
of the Administration Bullaing was black 
with people when the Hindoo King arrived at 
the landing by the MacMonniles fountain. He 
was heartily cheered by the crowd. A bright 
rod carpet extending from the landing to the 
grand-stand had been laid to protect his 
highness from the rough gravel walks. 
The crowd was kept back from this by a cor- 
don of Columbian guards. At the landing he 
was met by Director General Davis anda 
number of World's Fair officials, who 
escorted him taithe reviewing stand. Here a 
military band had been stationed, and as his 
highness approached it played 'The Star 
Spangled Banner. The Rajah was much 
pleased with the tune and asked the Direc- 
tor-General what it was, and when told ex- 
pressed himself as highly delighted that one 
of|America’s national airs should be played in 
his honor. The Rajah was seated on a throne 
which had been erected for Limon the grand- 
stand. By his side sat the Director-General 


and around them were seated World's Fair 
ofmicials and foreign commissioners. The 
troops which marched in review were the 
lllinois National Guards, a regiment from 
Louisiana, the United States Marines, the 
French, Italian, Spanish and Russian sallors, 
the sallors from the caravels, the troops at 
the military tournament, the Bedouins and 
other organizations from the Midway 
Piaisance, who also took part in the parade. 
After the interesting features of the day was 
an exhibition of feats in canoes by some of 
the savages who hajd forth on the cosmopol- 
itan Midway Plaisance. The Esquimaux and 
Laplanders were out in their kaiaks, Penob- 
scot Indians in their birch canoes, so light 
and graceful, the Alaskans in their seal boats 
and the Quackabls in their great war canoes, 
dressed in Oghting costumes. From British 
Guiana there was an Arab, from 
Brazil two jargadas, from Turkey 
half a dozen  caiques, and other 
curious specimens ofthe aquatic art. The 
Singalese from Ceylon had several of their 
peculiar outriggers onthe water, and from 
the Java and Johore villa came the pe- 
cullar boats ofthe Malay Peninsula. There 
were Chinese junks, Japanese sanpans, fish- 
ing boats of the Norsamen, the war canoes of 
the Samoans and the Dahomeys, dugouts 
from all parts of the world and all sailing 
craft from the north coast of Africa and Asia 
Minor. The queer looking boats of the 
Colambus caravels, which were finished in 
imitation of the of fifteenth century, were 
manned by Spanish sailors and afforded a 
striking contrast to the electric launches 
that mark the progress of nautical science in 
the nineteenth century. Fully 75,000 people 
witnessed the strange sight.

New Tonk, Aug. 15.—It is reported that W. 
K. Vanderbilt’s magnificent new steam yacht 
Valiant has been registered asthe property 
of the Valiant Steam Yacht Co. (limited), a 
corporation chartered under the laws of 
Great Britain. The supposition is that Mr. 
Vanderbilt will purchase the yacht from the 
Valiant company when she arrives in this 


country. 

This course has doubtless been fohowed by 
Mr. Vanderbilt to avoid a revival of the vex- 
atious questions which followed the seizure 
of W. K. Vanderbilt’s steam yacht Conqueror. 
In that case the Collector claimed that the 
Conqueror was Gutiable as imported mer. 
chandise. The duties would have amounted to 
$35,000 and Mr. Vanderbilt refused to pay them, 
The yacht was thereupon libeled and held 
by the United States authorities until it was 
decided the seisure was illegal, as the yacht 
was not dutiable under the tariff laws of the 
United States. The point, however, as to 
whether a yacht built abroad ana imported 
into this country is dutiable merchandise hag 
never been finally passed upon by the gu- 

reme Court of the United States, and Mr. 

anderbilt probably realizes that until this 
question is forever set at rest there can be no 
certainty.as tothe fate with which his yacht 
may meet when she arrives in these waters.

The deal between the Eads and Mer- 
chants’ Bridge and Terminal Cos. is closed 
and the two are now practically one con- 
solidated corporation under one manage- 
ment. 

At the time the first steps toward con- 
solidation were taken the Posr-Dtsraron 
pointed out the unlawful character of the 
proceedings and recalled the terms on 
which the Merchants’ Co. was granted its 
charter. The enterprise was encouragell 
and substantially aided by the business 
community with the sole purpose of liber- 
ating the city from the exactions of the so- 
called Gould monopoly. Valuable privi- 
leges and tranchises were given by the city 
and State which, it was confidently be- 
lieved, would not be abused. 

The people of St. Louis have, therefore, 
a pecuniary interest in this, as indeed 
they are supposed to have in every other 
monopoly of similar character. But they 
are divested of their interest, shut out from 
the benefits they bought with charters and 
franchises and deprived of every chance to 
realize on theirinvestment. The monoply 
is stronger than ever, competition is im- 
possible and the business of the city is 
tied up more tightly than ever. We are at 
the mercy of our own creature which came 
into existence at the bidding of the State 
to serve a public purpose. 

What is the Governor of Missouri going 
to do about it? Will he permit the viola- 
tion of the law to go unquestioned and 
take no steps to dissolve an unlawful al- 
liance?

‘WHAT PHEY’RE. “THERE FOR.

MUDDLED STATESMANSHIP. 

In a letter replying to the criticisms of 
his proposed bill for the coinage of silver 
at a ratio of 20 to 1, Senator Vest makes 
the remarkable statement that the increase 
of the silver ratio is advantageous to the 
silver mine owners. He writes: 


If the market price of silver is 71% cents an 
ounce, a silver dollar will be worth at the 
ratio of 16 to 155.34 cents in gold. At 20 tol it 
would be worth 69.17; and at 24to 1 it would 
be worth 83.1 cents. As the mine owners 
must be supposed to desire the largest price 
for their silver bullion, I am unable to see 
how the increase of ratio will close the 
mines. 

The increase of the ratio he adds in- 


creases the bullion value of the dollar, but 
it increases this bullion value by increas- 
ing the bullionin the dollar. Thus, with 
every increase of ratio, the owner of silver 
must give more bullion in order to receive 
in return a coined dollar of fixed value. 
He receives less for his bullion, or, to put 
it in a clearer way, gives more bullion for 
a dollar in exact proportion to the increase 
of the ratio. The result is the same as if 
the price of wheat remaining fixed, the 
bushel measure should be enlarged. 

A school-boy ought not to require the 
explanation of so simple a point. Yet 
Senator Vest has just delivered a great 
speech on the silver question and presumes 
to lead the Senate bimetallists. We repro- 
duce the extract from his letter merely to 
show how muddled an able statesman may 
be with reference to the simplest princi- 
ples governing a subject upon which he 
aspires to teach the people and legislate 


for a great country.

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WILL MAKE A TEST. 


A Case Involving an Officer’s Right to 
Enter a Citizen’s House. 


Alfred Smith of 4488 Kennerly avenue, who 
claims that hewas beaten up some time 
ago by Police Officer O’ Hara 
and some citizens, called at 


the Prosecuting Attorney’s office — ac - 
companied by Attorney Howe, Marshall Me- 
Donald's partner, and wanted to get a war- 
rant against Officer O Hara and 
Doc Horn and Peter Seifert 

twoofthe citizens alleged to have assisted 
the officerin beating him. Horn and Seifert 
live at 4417 Kennerly avenue. The story told 
by Smith was that. on June9Q the boy ofa 
neighboring woman sssaulted his boy and 
that he called at her house and asked her to 
chastise her boy, when she and some 
other women drove him out of 
the yara. About two hours later 
he was in his yard when theofiicer called and 
wanted to arrest him. Smith refused to go 
without a warrant and retreated into the 
house. The officer, Smith alleges, broke in 
the door and arrested him and struck him on 
the head with his revolverand pushed him 
out of the house, Smit resisted 
going, but states that he made 
noattemptto strike the officer, who it is 
stated called on \the citizens who were 
on the sidewalk ta come in and assist him. 
One of them struck Smith on 
the head with a rock, Smith states. Smith 
was tried in the Second District Police Court 
last week and fined, Judge Paxson stat- 
ing that his own opinion was that 
the arrest was illegal, as the officer had no 
warrant, but that he was bound by the ruling 
of Judge Claiborne ofthe Court of Criminal 
Correction that an officer could enter a man’s 
house and arrest him without a warrant. 
Attorney Howe,who defended Smith in Judge 
Paxson’s court, took an appeal to the Court of 
Criminal Correction and states that if Judge 
Claiborne sustains the fine he will take 
the case to the Supreme Court. Aoting As- 
sistant Prosecuting Atterney Thomas Knapp 
told Mr. Howe that he had ‘better wait until 
the case was passed on in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction before getting out warrants. 


MULLANPHY BOARD ELECTION, 


The Domocrateut Throvgh Their Ticket 
—Mayor Wa bridge Angry. 


The Mullanphy Board met yesterday after- 
noon and held the much talked-of election 
for officers for the ensuing three years. All 
the members were present including the 
Mayor, except Joseph Stern, Republican, 
who was too sick to attend. This gave the 
Democrats a majority of 1 with Col. McFall’s 
vote, and the election resulted as follows: 


President, John McFail; Vice-President, Max 
Russack; Secretary, John D. Finney; Assist- 
ant Secretary, Pete® Wegman; Architect, 
Alfred Baker; Inspector of Buildings, James 
Halloran. 

The Republicans nominated H. W. Beck for 

resident, and whenthe result of the first 

allot was announced, Beck, 6; McFall, 7, 
Chairman Guthrie declared Mcrkall elected. 
Mayor Walbridge objected to this, maintain- 
ing that it required eight votes or a major- 
ity of the entire board to elect. He was de- 
clared out of order, got mad, and left the 
meeting. 

The Republicans refused to vote on the 
election after this, and the Democrats put 
their ticket through. Itis said the matter 
will be brought before the courts. 

As there were only thirteen members 
present and seven was a clear majority and 
moreover, according to the city charter, the 
Mavor had norightto cast a vote at all, his 
objection was given no attention. After a 
display of vexation he ordered the Secretary 
to regard his protest against the election 
and left the room. 

The outcome of the election was a bitter 
pill to the Mayor, Chauncey I. Filley and the 
rest of the machine Republicans Who are de- 
termined to get hold of every office in sight 
for party workers. Yesterday was the 
first time in the history of the 
Mullanphy Board that an attempt 
was made to hold an election on political 
lines. A caucus of all the Republican mem- 
bers, with the exception of John Meral, 
had been heid and with the Mayor’s assist- 
ance it was hoped to make the board a parti- 
san institution. But Mr. McFall, although a 
stanch Republican, remembering the past 
history ofthe board and that he himself, a 
Republican, had been elected by Democrats, 
refused to sanction the scheme to converta 
charitable institution to party uses.

TAKING OFF CARS. 


Street Railroad Companies Reducing 
Their Service asd Operating Expenses. 


The financial condition of the country is 
making itself felt in a quarter where 
it. would least be expected. This morn- 
ing the Sixth street, or Carondelet 
electric line, took off thirteen of its 
regular trains. They claim that so many 
factories and work shops are shut down that 
there are not enough passengers for the 
large number of trains they were runuing.

The st. Louis & Suburban road last month

THE GUYANDOTTE. 


A Steamship With a Record of Curious 
Happenings. 
From the New York WORLD. 

The steamship Guyandotte, which figured 
in the tragedy of the Cicero Harrison case 
and the mysterious ‘‘Mrs. Oliver,“ or Mrs. 
Beaton, whom the WORLD rantoearth as the 
adventuress that she is, tracking her to her 
home in Burlington, Ontario, has figured in a 
number of queer episodes. She has been 
sunk at her dock, been blown up with dyna- 


mite and had her nose thrust in among the 

vitals of other craft, yet in all these adven- 

— she has come off sound in limbo and 
oay. ‘ 

The most curious and altogether the most 
absurd of the Guyandotte’s many adventures, 
was that which resulted in ber sinking at 
her own dock herein New York. This oc- 
curred in 1884, and one Lofiand was the hero 
of that exploit. Lofland's nautical experi- 
ence terminated then and there, and he has 
since been farming down in Maryland. He 
was employed in the engine room of the ghip 
and was told to make some repairs to the 
pump valve. Instead of doing that he went 
down tothe engine room and calmly un- 
screwed the numerous nuts which holdin 
place the sea valve tothe circulating pump. 
This valve is two and a halt inches in di- 
ameter and opens directly into the water at 
a distance of several feet below the water 
line. It was a tedious and tiresome little job 
to open this vaive, because, naturally, there 
were thrown in the way of its being opened a 
number of minor obstacles in overcoming 
which a man would have plenty of time to 
refiect and find out if he were quite ‘sure that 
he really wanted the valve open, inasmuch 
as opening it, except under the proper con- 
ditions, meant the sinking of the ship. 

Lofiand, however, was a patient and a per- 
severing man and he iabored.cheerfully at 
his task, and when he brought it toa trium- 
phant conclusion a 24-inch column of water 
darted into the engine room with such 
vicious fury that Lofiand and his surprised 
assistants barely had time to fly for their 
lives tothe deck. It was about 10 o“ clock in 
the morning when Lofiand achieved this ex- 
ploit, and in spite of the frantic efforts of all 
the people who could be putat the job the 
Guyandotte slowly settled, until at 8 o’clock 
in the afternoon she was resting comfortably 
on the mud at the bottom of the North River, 
with her masts and smokestack sticking out 
of the water to indicate where she could be 
found if wanted again. Lofiand fled to is old 
home in Maryland. 

The Guyandotte rose from this North River 
bath fresh and strong, for there was no 
damage done dy Mr. Lofiand’s attentions 
further than the ruin of rather a valuable 
cargo. 0 

The Guyandotte was born to fgure in the 
newspapers, and withina year she tired of 
humdrum obscurity. It was during,or rather 
at the close of, the ‘longshoremen’s strike in 
1885 that she found her opportanity. -She 
started from New York for Norfolk one after- 
noonatthe time when the 1 
out ot this controversy was at the bitterest. 
That same evening she came limping back to 
her dock with her stern a complete wreck, 
but, as is always the case in the Guyandotte’s 
misadventures, with her vitals uninjured. 
She had been blown upin this instance by 
adynamite bomb concealed in one of the 
toiſet- rooms a short time before the ship 
sailed and which exploded an hour or so after 
the Guyandotte had rounded Sandy Hook and 
got her nose well pointed down her Southern 
course. 

The lunatic author of this particular piece of 
villaihy was never found. All that is known 
of him is that he came on board with a black 
traveling bag, which he carried in his hand. 
The force of the explosion wasterrific. It 
reduced everything within a wide area 
around toa condition of splinters, aithough 
fortunately only one person was injured, and 
he only slightly. The fact that only the 
lightest woodwork surrounded the place 
whens the bomb was left, thus offering no 
serious obstacie to the fury ofthe blast, was 
all that saved the Guyandotte from a serious 
wound. The bomb was powerful enough, had 
it been placed in the engine-room or in any 
— place, to have sent the ship to the 


bottom. 
The Guayandotte had not been heard from
